WARN GARDENERS 
OF SQUASH BUGS 


H arrisburg, Pa., 
July 
23.—Home 
gaideners are warned by experts in 
the state departm ent of agriculture 
to beware of squash bugs which are 
attacking 
melon, cucumber, squash 
and pumpkin vines. The bugs feed on 
the sap from the vines, thus stunting 
growth and 
frequently 
killing 
the 
plants. 
For killing the eggs and nymphs of 
the bug, a spray of forty 
per cent 
nicotine is recommended. 
This solu­ 
tion will not destroy adults which can 
be ktttPd~by trapping. 
The experts 
recommend the laying of small pieces 
of boards or shingles about the g ar­ 
den. 
During the night the bugs will 
gather on the underside of these and 
by picking up the boards in the early 
morning the bugs 
can be scrapped 
off into a pail 
of w ater 
to 
which 
kerosene has been added and which 
will destroy them. 


WHITE POTATO 
YIELD DECREASES 


H arrisburg, Pa., July 23.—Pennsyl­ 
vania's white potato crop this year in­ 
dicates a yield of approximately 24,- 
837,000 bushels or 
about 
4,000,000
